This seemed very improba- 
ble to Casey and somo words pnssefl between 
them when his blood began to got up and to 
cool his temper be went, out of tho house. 
During the day Mrs. Casey had to go to fl 
uoighbor'ti on an errand and whilo she was 
out of (he house lio fixed tho latch to tho 
door, nnd bored a hole on Ihe inside door 
where he could soo anything llint might oc- 
cur hereafter, covering tbo hole with a coat 
that hung on tho door. 
When Mrs. Casey 


ofimobfiek from tho neighbor's ho said to her 
that ho wau fioing to Fall Kiver that night 
and would uot bo back until next day and per- 
haps Ihe day after p.m! that ho would walk 
to Bristol Ferry and take the tram from 
there, but his intoutiou was not to go to 
Fall lliver but to know whether what had 
been told him was truo.

The Pall Mall Gazette says: How much or 


little ulimato Las to do with the colors of 
ii?nws it is very diffloult to predicate at this 
age of tho world, for though wo may be 
t rid that whiloor gray mid chestnut pre- 
(l)uiiDAto iii Arabia, that black is most 
com- 


mon in Russia,and that in 25oglaud, France, 
And Germany bay in found to graatly out- 
number auy other, there is no telling how 
far fashion and consequent high prices may 
have spurred on enterprising breeders to 
the nccomplialiinenl of a triumph over the 
primordial teudoucies of climate. Wo should 
he inclined lo confine the colors of horses 
in this country to black, bay, brown, and 
chestnut. It is Iruo that there nro plenty 
of grays, but gray really belongs to tho com: 
posito colors; and it is stated bo an authori- 
ty that "nil gray horses come iiilo tho world 
chestnut, or more generally black." Grays, 
notwithstanding Gray Mornus, are com- 
paratively seldom soon, and more seldom 
Btill lo advantage, on the 
race-course, 


to 
whioh 
all 
questions 
relating 


to the excellence of horses must ultimately 
Jje referred. As for the white horses,which 
are such "pretty creature's" in the eyes of 
the nursery governess aud her young charges, 
it may be interesting to their admirers to 
learn that they are aaid lo be, for the most 
part, gray horses whose hair is white with 
age. 
A white horse, born white, with the 


pink nose and tho pinky eyes, is said to be 
as great A rarity in Europe as an albino; and 
there seems to bo no good reason why art 
should be employed to make it increase and 
multiply. Though it might not be impossi- 
ble to give a list of black horses which have 
distinguished themselves in England %ud 
won undyiug fame in tho racing calendar, 
that color is most associated in one's mind 
with the heavy household cavalry aud the 
imdftrtAkcr.
